Oklahoma <Yo|i Notes 
OKLAHOMA CITY, 
Oct. 
26.—- 
Excessive rains and 
flooded 
low­ 
lands have not only 
injured 
crop 
prospects, but have caused much in­ 
convenience in obtaining crop in­ 
formation due to temporary cessa­ 
tion of train gelledules. Until last 
Thursday, rains * ht« falling over 
practically the entire state and all 
creeks and their tributaries were 
turnei into raging torrents. The last 
several 
days, 
however, 
have wit­ 
nessed an improvement in weather 
conditions and if the weather per­ 
mits cotton picking will again be 
resumed shortly. 
The greatest damage 
done 
to 


crops by the floods was to cotton. 
Bolls were opening 
slowly 
and 
rotting was frequent in many lo­ 
calities. 
Deterioration 
in 
grade 
caused by wet weather has cost the 
farmers much of the crop’s former 
value. The State Cotton 
Grading 
Department reports that cotton re­ 
ceived before the rains probably av­ 
eraged 
from 
middling 
to 
good 
middling, while that received aftei 
the rains graded 
from strict low 
middling 
to strict good 
ordinary. 
No long staple cotton 
has 
been 
mailed for inspection, the 
staple 
running from 7-8 to I 1-16 inches. 
Tue condition of cotton has great­ 
ly deteriorated since the last gov­ 
ernment report, which forecast 
a 
yield of 945,000 bales for the state. 
An effort to obtain a new condi­ 
tion figure until the 
rains 
and 
floods abated 
was considered im­ 
practical. 
Inasmuch as this fall offers one 
of the most favorable seasons for 


tree planting that Oklahoma 
has 
enjoyed for some years, I am ap­ 
pealing to the citizens of the state 
to observe the second week in No­ 
vember as 4*Tree Planting Week.” 
There are many miles of hard sur­ 
faced roads that are waiting to be 
beautified by civic endeavor. There 
should be one tree, if no 
more: 
planted upon every schpol campus 
in the state and might be. attended
